"WASHINGTON, Aug. 31.—A reduc- 


tion in the price of bread is In sight 
today as the result of filing of ?2.20 
as the price per bushel of the 1917 
wheat crop. The licensing system for 
flour and bread dealers soon will be 
put '-mto effect and although not ex- 
tending to the small dealers the food 
administration Is .expected to find a 
way to hold down bread prices. 


Members of the price-fixing com- 


mittee agreed that a price of 52.20 
will permit the sale of a 14-ounce 
loaf of bread tor five cents, allowing 
a fair profit to both tb/e flour manu- 
facturers and the bakers.

PARIS, Aug. 31.—(Correspondence 


of The Associated Press)—Before ad- 
journing for summer vacation 
last 


week, parliament passed a law on re- 
quisitioning which allows tbe govern- 
ment to requisition, or take over a 
fixed price, any commodities neces- 
sary to civil life, just as it has always 
had power to requisition anything for 
tlie army. 


The new bill will 
allow 
several 


measures intended to alleviate 
the 


dearness of living to be put into Im- 
mediate eftect as all necessary pre- 
liminaries have been arranged for 
weeks, in readiness for the moment 
that this law would give the authori- 
ties power to act. 


The first measure will he to inaug- 


urate "National Footwear." This docs 
not mean that everybody is to huy and 
wear state hoots, but that good boots 
will he available to the people at a 
fair price. 
The price of hoots and 


shoes has soared since the war to such 
a height that only well-to-do people 
can buy them. The cost of footwear, 
other than of leather, even of wooden 
sabots, has of course greatly advanc- 
ed owing to the greater demand from 
those who are now unable to huy 
leather boots. 


"National Footwear" "will of course 


he standardized. 
The 
Ministry of 


Commerce, in collaboration with tbe 
Army Commissariat, will requisition 
tbe necessary leather and the boots 
will he made for the civilians in ex- 
actly the same way as they are al- 
ready made for the army. The prices 
will be stamped on them so that no 
one need pay more than the official 
rate. Men's boots will be sold at $5.50 
at pre-war exchange, 
women's 
at 


$4.60. hoys' and girls' at $3.60, and 
children's at a price not yet fixed, be- 
tween ?3 and $3.20. These prices al- 
low a fair profit to the intermediary 
between maker and buyer. 


The Army Commissariat has under- 


taken to supply 500,000 pairs of boots 
a month from the present time and to 
double that output very soon. As tbe 
average demand for "National Foot- 
wear" is estimated to he 
2,000.000 


pairs a month, it will be some time 
before the supply can satisfy 1U The 
output therefore at first will be re- 
served for the working classes and 
will he sold through, their co-opera- 
tive societies. 


The next measure, already under 


way, will be the creation of a "Nation- 
al Cloth," for which stocks of wool, 
etc., will be requisitioned and a good, 
sound cloth mode fin the same war 
as the boots) which will serve for 
clothes for men and children and for 
women's cloaks, etc.
